“My firm conviction that the gréat 
educational developmeats of the next 
decade or two will take place in this 
section of the country, the assurance 
I have felt that the board of direc- 
tors would give me united support in 
the further expansion of a great state-

The white attitude is mere complex. 
Colonel Bodley feels responsible for 
the safety of his tenants.

The Mississipp is their 
common foe, and a colonel cannot let 
his regiment retreat whenever the 
enemy pops a cap. 

Nicht and day. the government en- 
gineers kept working. Huge machines 
piled more dirt upon the ridges. Every 
weak spot was strengthened, every 
point of peril guarded. 

When their call went out for emer- 
gency labor, planters stopped the 
plows, and all hands went to filling 
sacks with dirt. Sand bags, laid close- 
ly on a levee's crest, will hold out the 
water, even after it mounts above the 
top. 
Up and up men raised their barri- 
cade of sacks, along the entire line— 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Louisiana. 
thousands of volunteers struggling to 
hold leagues and leagues of levee. Nip 


climbing river, 

More water swept southward. more 
and more and more. By the middle of 
April it became evident that their 
breastworks could not be held. Bound 
to break somewhere. 

This tense situation creates a pe- 
culiar state of mind. Each fighting 
unit is confident of defending its own 
line. Good soldiers, those fellows: 
don’t believe in quitting. Above all. 
they must never permit a panic which 
means sure defeat. Negroes trust to 
white folks: white folks trust the 
levees and their luck. 

It would always be possible, at the 
first threat of a flood. for planters to 
send women and children, with their 
live stock, to the hills. Not a pig or 
chicken need be lost. If they did that. 
however, the planter. might as well 
send his land too. for labor would be- 
come utterly demoralized. And a plan- 
tation without labor is far more worth- 
less than a city apartment house with- 
out tenants. 

Therefore. few planters send out 
their live stock until a levee actually 
breaks. Unless a crevasse occurs on 
their immediate front—which they 
never. never, never admit as possible— 
they will have time to herd the cattle 
on ridges, or the levee itself, until res- 
cued by a barge.

BRAZILIAN PLANE 
ARRIVES HOME 
SAFE FROM ITALY 


Pernambuco, Brazil, June 5.—(?)— 
The Brazilian trans-Atlantic plane, | 
Jahu, under command of Joao de Bar- 
ros, arrived here today irom Port 
Natal and was greeted enthusiastically 
by the population. 

The Jahu, which made the flight 
from Genoa, Italy. by way of the Cape 
Verde islands and the Island of Fer- 
nando do Noronha, was_ several 
months on the trip, being tied up at 
Porto Praya, Cape Verde islands, for 
some time and then at Fernando for 
repairs. Despite these delays and re- 
peated erroneous reports that they 
had landed, the enthusiasm today was 
unbounded when the fliers finally ar- 
rived. 

(The Jahu left Genoa last October 
and by stages reached reached Porto 
Preya on November 12. It was then 
decided to abandon the flight, but 
Commander de Barros returned te 
Italy to get new parts. The plane 
left Porto Praya on April 28 and fell 
into the sea near the South American 
coast. It was picked up by a steam- 
ship and towed to Fernando de Nor- 
onha, 125 miles off the coast, where 
Commander De Barros, undaunted 
by the many mishaps, placed it in 
commission again for the final flight 
to the Brazilian mainland. A report 
that incompetence had caused the fall 
of the plane into the sea caused a 
serious riot in Rio Janeiro on April 
29, one person being killed.)

Dr. Zingher’s body was found in 
a chair before a laboratory table at 
the Willard Parker hospital with an 
open note book containing notes of his 
latest experiment lying before him. 

Doctors at the hospital said that 
when Dr. Bela. Schick came to this 
country from Vienna Dr. Zingher col- 
laborated with him in perfecting the 
diphtheria preventive, which became 
known as the Schiek test. At the 
time of Dr. Zingher’s death, they said, 
he was working to apply the scarlet 
fever serum discovered by Dr. George 
Dick and his wife, Dr. Gladys Dick, 
of the University of Chicago, to prac. 
tical use on a large scale. He was 
also at work on serums for the treat: 
ment of measles and rheumatism.

New Orleans, La., June 7 
Contrasting conditions were present- 
ed tonight in the Atchafalaya river 
basin as the lagging end of the great 
Mississippi valley flood continued its 
slow flow to the Gulf of Mexico. 

The water was falling generally in 
the western basin of the Atchafalaya 
where St. Martinville, New Iberia and. 
a dozen other towns have been flood- 
ed, while south of Pointe Coupee 
parish on the eastern side of the river 
the fle | was slowly rising as far 
south as the main line of the South- 
ern Pacifie railway. 

Danger was believed to have pass- 


‘ed, however, and the weather bureau 


declare. in a special bulletin that 
while the new water coming down the 


Mississippi river will prolong the in- | 


undation in the Atchafalaya basin, 
from present outlook it will not cause 
another .:se in the flood level. 

A rescue fleet, the last line of the 
forces that have saved thousands from 
peril and hunger, stood by in the lower 
basin, waiting for any unexpected 
emergency. Boats plied the inundated 
fiekis taking food to many families 
that refused to evacuate their flooded 
homes, | 

The swollen Atchafalaya is dis- 
charging a tremendous volume of 
water into the gulf, preventing deeper 
inundation of the cross section of 
country adjacent to Morgay City, 
about 120 miles west of New Orleans, 
The weather bureau estimated the 
river current at 10 miles an hour. 

Water continues to fall slowly in 
the Tensas basin in northeast Louis- 
iana. This section was flooded more 
than three weeks ago by breaks in the 
main Mississippi levees.
